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SUMMARY: BOTH PRIME MINISTER NORDLI AND FOREIGN MINISTRY FRY- 
DENLUND PLAN TO TAKE PART IN UNGA SESSION. FRYDENLUND WE BELIEVE 
WILL REQUEST TALKS WITH THE SECRETARY IN NEW YORK; NORDLI PROBABY 
WILL NOT. THE FOREIGN MINISTER EXPRESSED INTEREST IN PRE- 
UNGA CONSULTATIONS. END SUMMARY 

1 . DURING MY CALL ON FOREIGN MINISTER FRYDENLUND JULY 29 
HE SAID BOTH HE AND PRIME MINISTER NORDLI PLAN TO TAKE PART 
IN UNGA SESSION. FRYDENLUND SAID HE EXPECTED TO BE IN NEW 
YORK TO TAKE PART IN THE DEBATE FROM SEPTEMBER 26-OCTOBER 3. 

HE DID NOT SPECIFICALLY INDICATE HE WANTED TO SCHEDULE FORMAL 
BILATERAL MEETING WITH SECRETARY, BUT HE SAID HE HOPED THAT 
QUESTION OF DEVELOPMENTS RELATED TO NORWAY'S NORTHERN ARCHI- 
PELAGO OF SVALBARD WOULD BE AN ISSUE HE COULD DISCUSS WITH THE 
SECRETARY. PRIME MINISTER NORDLI PLANS TO SPEAK AT UNGA SESSION 
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ELECTION SCHEDULING PRESSURES IN WASHINGTON AT THIS TIME. 

WE WILL FOLLOW UP TO OBTAIN DETAILS ON PLANNED NORWEGIAN 
PARTICIPATION AND TRAVEL. 

2. DURING THE DISCUSSION I EMPHASIZED IMPORTANCE WE ATTACH 

TO COOPERATION WITH NORWAY ON UNGA ISSUES. AND I UNDERSCORED 
OUR DESIRE TO CONSULT CLOSELY AND REGULARLY WITH NORWEGIANS 
ON THESE ISSUES. I POINTED TO GOVERNOR SCRANTON'S TALKS IN 
COPENHAGEN AND UPCOMING NATO POLADS EXPERTS MEETING AS ILLUS- 
TRATIVE OF SUCH CONSULTATION. 

3. FRYDENLUND AGREED ON IMPORTANCE OF EARLY CONSULTATIONS WITH 
US, MENTIONING THAT HE WOULD BE SEEING HIS NORDIC COUNTERPARTS 
IN AUGUST AND WOULD BE FIRMING UP NORWAY'S FINAL POSITIONS LATER 
THIS MONTH. HE SAID HE HAD NOT RECEIVED MUCH PAYBACK FROM 
GOVERNOR SCRANTON'S TALKS IN COPENHAGEN AND INDICATED THAT NORWAY 
DID NOT FIND THE NATO MECHANISM VERY USEFUL FOR UNGA TOPICS. 

4. COMMENT: FRYDENLUND DID NOT SPECIFICALLY REQUEST FORMAL 
BILATERAL MEETING WITH SECRETARY. BUT IT WAS CLEAR HE WAS 
EXPECTING TO DISCUSS SVALBARD WITH HIM. SINCE, IN ADDITION, 

THERE ARE LIKELY TO BE UNGA ISSUES OF INTEREST TO BOTH SIDES, 

WE BELIEVE WE SHOULD PLAN ON BRIEF BILATERAL BETWEEN SECRETARY 
AND FOREIGN MINISTER IN NEW YORK. WE WILL INQUIRE FURTHER ABOUT 
NORDLI'S WISHES, BUT WE ARE INCLINED TO THINK HE WILL NOT WISH 
TO SCHEDULE BILATERAL TALKS. 

5. FRYDENLUND WAS DISTINCTLY INTERESTED IN PRE-UNGA CONSULTATIONS. 

I WISH REEMPHASIZE THAT GON HAS FOUND THESE PRE-UNGA EXCHANGES 
VERY VALUABLE AND I AM DISAPPOINTED THAT SUCH TALKS ARE NOT PLANNED 
FOR THIS YEAR. THE SOVIETS USUALLY MAKE A REGULAR FALL VISIT 

FOR THIS PURPOSE. IF BY CHANCE A SENIOR US OFFICIAL, WHO CAN 
DISCUSS THESE ISSUES BECOMES AVAILABLE THIS MONTH, I BELIEVE 
IT WOULD BE WORTHWHILE FOR HIM TO MAKE A CALL HERE.
